British Experts Believe a

LONDON.

23.— With the

Although it is admitted the 
battle will probably last at least two 
more days, the military experts be­ 
lieve a part at least of the German 
forces have already retired to their 
new fortified positions 
along 
the 
Sa mb re. 
Nine Mile* of Dead 
Nine miles of trenches filled with 
unburied dead were the fruits of yes­ 
terday’s fighting 
by 
the British 
troops now* making up the allied left 
wing. 
They were taken in a success­ 
ful turning movement in the district 
just south of St. Quentin and Bar­ 
onnes. For hours before the British 
charged the line, the British artil- 
leyr shelled the German 
position. 
From aeroplanes th at flew* low, de­ 
fying the hail of German bullets, the 
range was given, and the shells burst 
like deadly hail over the tops of 
the great line of parallel trenches 
jam m ed with German troops waiting 
for orders to charge the British line. 
Twice they essayed to do so, b u t the 
British fire was so deadly, th at all 
finally had to crawl 
back to the 
earthworks. 
Success for British 
W hen the British finally c h a rg e d 
there was hardly a single unscarred 
German left in the lines. The wound­ 
ed and the dead were so mixed th at 
it was hard 
to 
rescue those who 
could 
recover. 
But the movement 
had been a complete success from the 
British viewpoint and the position 
m arks the first real ground gained. 
From these trenches it will be pos­ 
sible to check any fu rth e r attem p t 
to push southwest, and it gives the 
British a strategetic 
position th at 
comm ands the roads from P arrone to 
Gonzeacourt 
and on to Cambrai, 
where the British suffered so severe­ 
ly three weeks ago, and from Per- 
rone to St. Quentin 
north toward 
Bellicourt and north by east toward 
Guise. 
It is believed th a t as a result of 
this latest success the British will 
now be able to push the Germans en­ 
tirely from the neighborhood of St.

from their outlying trenches, which 
are now held by the Germans. 
The German armies which have 
been operating with Metz as a field 
base, have driven the French far in­ 
side of their own frontier and are 
now attacking 
all of the southern 
line of forts, with success. 
B e a t R u ssian * 
In the east the Germans are op­ 
erating successfully against the Rus­ 
sians in Russian Poland. At no point 
have the Russians

it Is stated 
th a t the Germans withdrew from the 
town to save it, but th a t the French 
not only reoccupied it, but 
posted 
much of their 
artillery, 
especially 
their three-inch guns, there. 
Most of the cathedral was occu­ 
pied. the official 
report says, 
by 
French general officers, 
who from 
that point of vantage, signalled the 
range of the German positions to the 
gunners in the streets and on 
the 
outskirts of the city. 
Discovered Signal Men 
W hen the deadly character of the 
French artillery fire oecame m ani­ 
fest, it was discovered th a t 
these 
officers were in the tower and the 
signal men could be plainly seen. 
That the cathedral was damaged 
is a m atter of deep regret to 
ail 
Germans, but it is insisted th a t tir­ 
ing on Rheims was a m atter of tne 
most urgent military necessity. 
The sinking of three British cruis­ 
ers is a big news feature here. The 
m orning newspapers all place e m ­ 
phasis on this victory. 
They 
ex­ 
plain it will serve to reconcile the 
sailors with the policy of repression 
which the high naval authorities have 
imposed upon them. 
Officers 
and 
men alike have been chafing 
be­ 
cause they were not permitted to go 
out and fight. 
A hostile aeroplane dropped

Chase* R ussians 
Special messages from the east­

Line Must Fall Back 
As interpreted by the military ex­ 
perts here, the allies have succeeded 
in pushing Gen. Von Kluck out

alignm ent with the balance of th e 
German battle front and this will 
m ake it necessary for the o ther Ger­ 
man armies to fall back or 
tak e 
chances of being enveloped 
th e m ­ 
selves in turn. 
The losses, however, 
have been 
enormous. 
It is adm itted th a t in 
the last ten days th re e tim es 
as 
many French and British have been 
killed as in the retreatin g 
move­ 
m ent toward the Paris forts and in 
the battle of the Marne. 
It has been 
desperate hand to hand fighting most 
of the time, and although the Ger­ 
m ans are slowly being jam m ed back 
tow*ard the border, every foot of the 
ground gained by the 
allies 
is at 
fearful cost. 
The only comforting 
note in the entire affair is the state­ 
m ent th at the Germans are at least 
losing fully as many. 
Gain Ten Miles 
The official resum e 
of the situa­ 
tion. made public at Bordeaux at 3 
o ’clock and wired to Gen. Gallieni, 
stated th a t by violent fighting 
the 
French left on the right bank of the 
river Oise has now succeeded in a d ­ 
vancing a 
sh o rt distance. 
It has 
gained more than ten miles, the war 
office says. 
The Germans are again 
attacking in force from the n o r th ­ 
east of Verdun, but the French, by a 
series of brilliant, counter attacks, 
finally repulsed them. 
I on Kluck in Danger 
The positive declaration th a t Von 
K luck’s a rm y is in danger of being 
cut off was made at the w*ar office 
today. 
It was stated that while re­ 
inforcements are being rushed to his 
rescue from Belgium, they will n o t 
be able to prevent the German rig h t 
being encircled and forced either to 
retreat in haste toward Belgium o r 
meet an attack from all sides by an 
arm y of vastly superior force. 
The British and French columns 
now o u tn u m b er the Germans two to 
one in the western section of th e 
line 
There are more than 1,00,000 
French and British engaged in 
th e 
battle along the entire front, 
an d 
nearly half that n u m b er held ip re­ 
serve should they be needed. 
Think G erm ans R etiring 
Although 
the fighting 
in 
th e 
neighborhood of Rheims 
continues 
without interruption, it is stated th a t 
the French are now 
occupying a 
much better position. 
They resisted 
a night German assault in force last 
night, driving the enemy back in 
great disorder.
